ons,l will rcferre you to Sir Philip Sidneys Apologie,who doth handle them rightlearnedly, 
or to the forenamed treatiſe, where they are diſcourſed more largely,and where, as it were a 
a whole receit of Poctrie is preſcribed, with ſo many new named figures,as would pntme in 
great hope in this age to come would breed many excellent Poets, fave for one obſereation 
that I gather our of the very fame booke.

Bur to come to the purpoſe, and to ſpeake after the phraſe of the common fort,that terme all 
that is written in verſe Poctrie, and rather in ſcorne then tn praiſe, beftow the name of a Pocr 
on every baſe rimer and ballad-maker : this I ay of ir, ket Ithinke I fay truly, that therc 
are many good leſſons to be learned out of it, many good examples to be found in it, many 
good uſcs to be had of it, and that therefore it is nor, nor onght not to be deſpiſed by the wiſer 
fort, but ſo to be ſtudied and employed, as was intended by the firſt writers and deviſers 
thereof, which is to ſoften and poliſh the hard and rough diſpoſitions of men, and make them 
capable of vertuc and good diſcipline. 

I cannot denic but tous that are Chriſtians, in reſpe& of the high. end of all; which is 
the hcalth of our ſoules, not only Poetric, but all other ſtudics of Phulaſophie, are ina man- 
ner vaine and ſaperfluous : yca (as the wiſe man faith) whatlocyer is under the fumne is'va- 
nity of vanities, and nothing but vanity, Butſith we live with mcnand not with faints, and 
becauſe few men can embrace this ſtri and Stoicall diviuty, or rather indeed, for thar the 
holy Scriptures, in which thoſe high myſtcrics of our ſalvation are. contained, arc a deepe 
and profound ſtudie, and not fubjct to every weake capacity, nonor ta the highelt wits 
and judgements, except they be firſt iNuminate by Gods ſpirit, or inſtructed by his teachers 
and preachers: therefore we do firſt reade ſome other authors, making them as ut were a loo- 
king-2laſſc to the eyes of our mind ; and then after we have gathered moreſtrength, we 
enter into profounder ſtudies of higher myſtcrics, having firſt as '1t were enabled our eyes 
by long bcholding the fanne in a bafon of water, at laſt tolooke upon the ſanne it ſelfe.

tediouſnefſe. It fificerh mee therefore to nore this, that the men of preateſt learning 
and higheſt wit in the auncient times, did of purpoſe conceale theſe deege myſteries 
of learning, and as it were coverthem with the veilc of fables and verſe for ſundry cau- 
ſes : one cauſe was, that they might not be raſhly abuſed by prophare wits, in whom ſci- 
ence is corrupted, like good wine in a bad veſſell : another cauſe why they wrote in verſe, 
was conſervation of the memory of their precepts, as wee ſee yet the generall rules almott 
of every art, not ſo much as husbandric, but they are oftner recited and berter remem- 
bred in verſe then in proſe : another, and aprincipall cauſc of all, is to bee able with one 
kinde of meate and one diſh (as I may fo call it) to feed divers taltes. For the weaker ca- 
pacities will feed themſelves with the pleaſartneſſe of the Hiltorie and {weernefle of the 
verſe, ſome that have ſtronger ſtomackes will as it were take a further taſt of the Mo- 
rall ſence, a third fort wes conceired then they, will digeſt the Allegorie : ſoas in- 
deed it hath bene thought by men of very good judgement , fuch manner of Poeticall 
writing was an excellent way to preſerve all kind of learning from that corruption 
which now it is come to fince they left that myſticall writing of verſe. Now though 1 
know the example and authorine of eHrifetle and Plato bee (till urged againſt this, who 
tooke to themſelves another manner of writing : firſt I may ſay indeed that lawes were 
made for poore men, and not for Princes, for theſe rwo great Princes of Philoſophie, 
brake that for allowed manner of writi yet Plato (till preſerved the fable, but re- 
fuſed the verſe. eArifortle nejettiog both, yet retained {till a kind of obſcuritie, 
mſomuch he'anſwered eMlex , who ed him:in a ſort, for _—_— the fa- 
cred ſecrets of Philoſophic, that he had ſer forth his bookes in a ſort, and yet nor ict them 
forth ; meaning that they were ſo obſcure that they would be underſtood of few, excepe 
came to him for inftrufions ; orclſe without they were of very good capacity and 
ous of Philoſophic. But (as I ay) Plato howſoever men would make him an cnemie 
of Poctric he found indecd juſt fault with the abuſes of ſome comicall Pocts of 
tis time, or ſome that ſought to ſer up new and ſtrange religions) yer you ſee hee kepe 
ſtill that principall ie, which is fition and imitation ; and as for the other 
part of Poerrie which is verſe, though he uſed ir not, yer his Maſter Socrates even in his 
old age wrote certaine verſes, as Plararch teſtificth : bur becauſe IT have named the twa 
partsof Poerrie, namely invention or fiction, and verſe, let us ſee how well we can au- 
thoriſe the uſe of both theſe, Firſt for fiftion, againſt whichas I told before, many in- 
pos, ing it by the foule name of lying, though notwithſtanding, as Ithen'faid, it is 
fa fromit : Dewoſthenerthe famous and renowned Orator, whenhe would perſwade 
the Atheniars to warre 
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| inſt Pbs/ip, told them a folemne tale how the Wolves on a time 
ſent Ambaſadors tothe , offering them peace if they would deliver up the dogs that 
kept their folds, withallthat long circumſtance (needlefice ro be repeared) by which hee 
perſwaded them far more ſtrongly then if he ſhould have told them in plaine termes, that 
Philip fought to bereavethem of their chicfe bulwarks and defences, to have the better abili- 
tie rcooverthrowthem, Bur what need we ferch an authority ſo far off from heathen authors, 
that have many neerer hand both intimeand inplace ? Biſhop Fiſher a ſtout Prelat (though 
T So his Religion) when hee was affaid by King Hewrie the eight for his good 

will for the 1n of Abbeys, the King alledging thar he would but rake 
away the ſuperfluities, and Ict the fabſtance ſtand till, or at leaſt ſee ir converted to "—_ 
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and more godly uſes : the grave Biſhop 2niwered it inthis kinde of Poeticall parable : He 
faid there was anaxe that wanting a helve came to athicke and huge overgrown wood, and 
beſought ſome of the great okes in that wood, to ſpare him ſo much timber as to make him 
a handle or helve, promiſing thatif he might finde that favour, he would in recompence 
thereof, have great regard in preſerving that wood,in pruning the branches, in cutting away 
the unprofitable and ſuperfiuous boughes, in paring away the bryers and thornes that were 
comberſome to the fayre trees, and making it in fine a grove of great delight and pleaſure: bur 
when this {ame axe had obtained his fute, he ſo laid about him,and fo pared away both timber 
and tOP al ( lop,tbat in ſhort {pace of a woodland he made it 4 champion, and made her like- 
rality the in{trument of her overthrow, 

Now though this Biſhop had no very good ſucceſſe with his parable, yetit was fo farre 
from being counted alye, that it was plainly feene ſoone atrer that the fame axe did both 
hew downe thole at, by the roots, and pared him off by the head, and was apeece of 
Prophecic, as well as a pcecc of Poetry : and indeed Prophets and Pocts have bene thought 
to have a great xhnity, as the name Yates in Latine doth teſtine, Burt ro come againe to this 
manner offiction or parable: the Prophet Nathan, reproving King David for his greatſinne 
of adulteric and murther, doth he not come to him with a pretic parabic, of a poore man and 
his lambe that lay in his boſome, and cat of his bread, and the rich manthat had whole 
Aocks ofhis owne would needs take it from him ? In whichas it1s evident it was but a para- 
ble, ſo it were unreverent and almoſt blaſphemous to ſay it was alye. Butto go higher, did

not our Saviour himſelfe ſpeake in parables ? as that divine parable of the ſower, that com- 


fortable parable of the Prodigall ſonne, that dreadfull parable of Dives and Lazarms, though 

I know of this laſt, many of the fathers hold that it is a ſtory indeed, and no parable. But in 

the reſt it is manifeſt, that he that was all holineſſe, all wiſdome, all truth, uſcd parables, 

and even ſuch as diſcreet Poets uſe, where a good and honeſt and wholſome Allegory is 

hidden in a plcaſant and pretic fition, and therefore for that part of Poctric of Imitation, 7% F#'* 
I thinke no body will make any queſtion, bur it isnot onely allowable, but godly and com- ; Loi bag 
mendable, ifthe Poets ill handling of it doe not marre and pervert the good uſe of it. The jr inventi- 
other part of Poctry, which is Verſe, as it were the clothing or ornament of it, hath many en, «n4 
good uſcs ; of the helpe of memory I ſpake ſomewhar before ; for the words being conched Vere. , 
together in due order, meaſure, and number, one doth as it were bring on another, as my 

ſelf have often proved, and fo I thinke do many beſide, (though for my owne part I can 

rather boaſt of the marring a good memory, then of having one,) yet I have ever found, 

that Verſe is caſier to learne, and farre better to preſerve in memory, then is proſe. Another 

ſpeciall grace in Verſe is the forcible manner of phraſe, in which if it be well made, it farre 
excelleth looſe fpeech or proſe : athird is the pleaſure and fweerneſle to the care, which 

makes the diſcourſe pleatant unto us often time when the matter it ſeite is harſh and un- 
acceptable ; for my owne part I was never yet fo good a husband, totake any delighe to 

heare one of my ploughmentell how an acre of wheat mult be fallowd and twyfallowd, and 

how cold land ſhould be burned, and how fruittull land mult be well harrowed, but when 1 

heare one read Virgil where he faith :

Sullicerh it me only to prove 
rhat by the authority of facred Scriptures, both parts of Pocſie, invention or imitation, and 
verſe areallowable, and conſequently that great objeRtion of lying 1s quite taken away and 
Anſwer to refuted, Now the ſecond objeftion is pleaſing of fooles ; 1have already ſhowed, how it diſ- 
the ſecond pleaſcth not wiſe men,now if it have this vertue too,topleaſe the fooles and ignorant, I would 
ObjetHion. thinke this an article of praiſe not of rebuke : wheretore I confeſle that it pleafeth fooles,and 
ſo pleaſeththem, thatifrhey marke it and obſerve i well, it will nrime make them wile, for 
in verſe is both neſſe and ſweetneſſe, Rubarb and Sugercandie, the pleaſant and the pro- 
fitable : where as Horace faith, Omme tult punttum qui miſcmit vitle dulcs, he that can 
ingle the ſweete and wholeſome, the pleaſant and rhe profitable, he is indeed an abſolute 
writer:and ſuch be Pocts, if ary be fuch,they preſent unto us a prettie tale,able to keepe 
a childe from play,and an old man from the chimme corner : Or as the {ame Horace ſaith to a 
COVETOUS man} 5

One tels a covetous mana tale of Taxtalns, that firs upto the chinne in water, and yet 
laguced with thirſt. This ſignifies the ſelfrſame man to whom the tale 18 to!d, that wa!- 
lows in plenty, and yer his miſcrable minde barres him of the uſc of it : As my felte knew 
and Iam fure many remember Iuſtice Rendell of London, a man paſling impotent in body 
but much more in mind, that leaving behind him a thouſand pounds of gold in a cheſt full of 
og boots and ſhoes, yet was ſo miſcrable, thatar my Lord Majors dinner they fay he would 
putup a widgen for his ſupper, and many a good mealc he did take of his franke neighbour 
the widdow Penne : but to come to the marter, this ſame great finre that is laide ro Poctrie 
Anſwer to of pleaſing fooles, is ſuificiently anſwered if irbe worth the anſwering. Now for the bree- 
the third. ding of errours which is rhe third ObjeQtion, 1 ſee not why ir ſhould breed any when none 
is bound to beleeve that they write, nor they looke not to have their fictions beleeved in 
the literall ſence, and therefore hee that well examires whence errours ſpring,ſhall finde the 
writers of proſe and not of verſe, the authors and maintainers of them, and rhis point I count 
{o manifeſt as it needs no proofe. The laſt reproofe is lightnes and wantonneſle: this is indeed 
an Objeftionof ſome importance,ſith as Sir Philip Sidney conteſlerh, Cupide is crept even in« 
to the Heroicall Poems, and conſequently maketh that alio, ſubjeR to this reproote : Ipro- 
mited inthe beginning rot corthathyo praiſe Pocſie, but plainely and honeſtly to confeſſe 
that, thar might trucly be objeted againſt ir, and if any thing may be, fure it is this laſcivi- 
ouſrefie ; yer this T will fay, that of all kinde of Pocſic, the Herozcall is leaſt infeaed there- 
with, The other kinds 1 will rather excuſe then defend, though of all the kindes of 
Pocſic 1t may be faid, where any ſcurriline and lewdneſſe is found, there Poctrie doth 
not abuſe us, but writers have. Poetrie, And brieflic ro examine all the kindes : 
Firſt the Tragicall is meerely free from ir, as repreſenting onely the cruel] and lawlefſe pro- 
ccedings of Princes, moving nothing bur ra deteſtation, The Comicall (whatſoever 
fooliſh play makers make it offend i this kind) yerbeing rightly uſcd, ir = 
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ſpas to make the vice ſcorned and rot embraced. The Saryrike is merely free fromit, as being 
wholly occupied in mannerly and covertly reproving of all vices. The Elegic is ſtill mour- 
ning : as forthe Paſtorall with the Sonnet or Epigramme, thouch many tunes they favour of 
wantonnes and loue ard toyine,and now and then breaking the rules of Poetrie,cointo plaine 
ſcurrilitie, yereventhe worlt of them may benor ill applied, and are,I maſt contefſe; too de- 
behtfull,in fo much as Atarrial faith,

Lacretia (by which he ſignifies any chaſt matron). will bluſh and be aſhamed to reade a 
laſcivious booke : but how ? not except B»wtaw be br, that is,if any grave man ſhould ſee her 
reade it ; but if Brat turne his backe, ſhe will to ut againe and rrade it all, But to endrhis 
partof my Apologic, as Icount and conclude Heroicall Poeſie allowable, and tobe read 
and ſhudied without all exception : fo may Iboldly fay, that Tragedies well handled, be a 
tnoſt worthy kind of Poeche ; that Comedies may make men ſee and ſhame at their owne 
faults, tharthe reſt may be ſo writtenand fo read, as much pleaſure and ſome profit may be 
gathered out of them. And for mine owne part, as Scaliger writeth of Virgil, {ol belecve, 
that the reading of a good Heroicall Pocme may make a man both wiſer and honeſter : and 
for Tragedics, to omit other famous Tragedies, that that which was played at Saint /obwrin 
Cambridze, of R:xchard the third, would move (1 —_—_ Phalars the tyrant, and terrihe all 
tyrannouvs minded men, from following their fooliſh ambitious humors, ſeeing how his am- 
bition made bim Kill his brother, his nephewes, his wife, beſide infinite others ; and laſt of all 
after a ſhort and troublelome raizne, ro end his miſerable life, and to have his bodice har- 
ried after his death. Then for Comecies : how full ofharmeleſſe mirth is our Cambridge Pe- 
dartius ? and the Oxford Bellum Grammaricale ? orto ſpeake of a London Comedie, how 
much good matter, yea and matter of ſtate, is there in that Comedic called the play of the 
Cards? in which 1t is ſhewed how foure Paraſiticall kraves robbe the foure principall vo- 
cations of the Realme, videl. the vocation of Souldiers, Schollers, Merchants, and Husband- 
men. Ofwhich Comedie I cannot forgetthe ſaying of a notable wiſe Counſeller that is now 


dead, who whenſome (to fing Placets) adviied that it ſhonld be forbidden, becauſe it was Sir From 
ſomewhat too plaine, and indeed as the old ſaying is, /ooth boord uv no beord, yerhe would © I al- 


have it allowed, adding it was fit that ehey which do that they Pould wot, ſhould heare that they 
would not. Finally, if Comedies may be ſo made as the beholders may be bertered by rhem, 
without all doubt all other ſorts of Poetnie may bring their profit as they do bring delight; and 
if all, then much more the chicke of all, which by all mens conſent is the Heroicall, And thus 
much be ſaid of Pocdie, 

Now for this Pocme of Orlawds Farieſo,which as I have heard, hath bene diſliked by ſome, 
though by few of any wir or judgement, it followes that Ifay ſomewhat in defence thereof, 
which I will dothe more moderatly and coldly, by how mach the paines I have taken in it 
(riſing as you may {ce to a good volume) may make me {ſeeme a more partiall praiſer. Wher- 
fore I will make chojſe of ſome other Poeme that is allowed and approved by all men,and a

. andnotto be denyed , that in this point my Author is tobe preferredbefore all theanciert 
Poets, in which are mentioned ſo many falſe gods, and of them ſo many fouſle , their 
contentions, their adulteries, their inceſt, as were both obſcenous inrecutall, and khurcful in 
example : though indeed thoſe whom they termed gods, were certaine 'preat Princes that 
commurted fach enormous faults, as great Princes 1n late ages (that love ſtill to be cald 
of the __ often commit, But now it may be and is by ſome objected, that althonghhe 
write Chrittianly in ſome places,yer in other lome he 1s too lalctvious, as in that of the kaws 
dy Frier,in Alcina and Rogers: copulation,in Anſc lane his Giprian,in Ki: barderrs his meta« 
is, in mine hoſts tale of Afelfe,and ſome few places befide; alas if thisbe a fault, par= 
don him this one fault;though I doubt too many of you(gertle readers)will be too odrabiein 
this point ; yea me thinks 1 ſee ſome of you icarchiag already tor theſe places of the booke, 
and you are halfe offended that 1 have not made ſome direQions that you might fird out 
and rcad them immediately.But I beſcech youſtay a while, and as the Italian faith Pan pic- 
#o, faire and foftly,and take this caveat with you,to read them as my author meant them, to 
breed deteſtation,and nor deletion: 'remember when you read of the old lecherous Fricr, 
that a Fornicator is one of the things that God hateth, When you read of eAlcine, thinke 
how le/eph fied from his inticing miſtrefſe z when you light on Anſelm tale; learre to loath 
beaſtly covetouſneſſe, when on Richardetro, know that tweet meat will have ſowre ſawce, 
when on mine hoſts tale(if you will follow my counſel])turne over the leafe ard letiraloue, 
although even that lewd tale may bring ſome men profit , and I have heard that it is alyeady 
(and perhaps notunfit'y)termed the comfort of cuckolds, Buras I fay,itthis be a fault, then 
Vi-gl committed the ſame fault in Dsdo and e/Eneas entertainment: and if tome will fay;he 
rels that manner]y and covertly, how will they cxcuſc that, where /'aices was iutreated by 
Venta to make an armour for e/£neas ?

Italy by the ſaid Pope and pronounced King of Sicily. But in a ſhort time having done many great feats, the Sicilians 
conſbired againſt him by the meanes of one lobn of Procida, and murderedthema#Z with great cruelly at the ſound of an 
even/ong bell: {d as it is to this day aby-word uſed in 1taly,if any notable cruelty be done, that is witkalk ſodainly extcu- 
red.they callit the Sicilians evenſong : for they did at one even/org kill not only al{ the Frenchmen, but alſo all the we- 
men they thought to be with child by rhem.

But after that king Francis came into 1taly and beſieged Millan, the 
Swtt7ers that were inthe towne re/uſung to make a peace with bim , which be offered them, comming ajter tobatielt, 
were overcome ,and ſeven thouſand of them ſlaine. 
1n the xliiij ſteffe and ſo forward for three or ſoure more,be mentions the batte#f of Pavia,where the king of France 44 affe. 
Was taken,a thing /o generally known as I need not ft and 'ong on tt: only mine author touches one chieje overſight of this 
king, which was,that his maſter-maſters deceived him in the number of b# men: but how ſoever it was, ſure it uthis 
Prence was @ moſt worthy man,and wanted no quality of an excelent king, valtant and bountifull, and (ich afavourer 
of learned men,that the Italians termed him Padre e madre,the father and mother of learning and liberall ſciences.

Oae fault in his building was, he would often ſet vp and pull downe raany parts thereof, 
and he woald fay of himſelfe, that he vſed his houſe as he did his verſcs, mend them 
ſo much, that he mard them quite. For indeed, as a tree planted in an orchard, if it be once 
or twice well pickt and pruned,it doth further the growing of it, but if a man be cuer fid- 
ling about it, it will leeſe the naturall beauty, and hardly keepe life: ſo is it with one of his 
ſtanzes or ſtanes, as we call them, ar the firſt conceiging of ic,one may mend that which 
he ſhall ſodainly ſer downe, bur if one will till be turning and wreſting of it, he may 
make it leeſe the grace it had at the firſt, But what fault ſocucr himſelfe did finde 
with his owne Verſes, certaine it is that to all the great Princes of Italiethey were 
moſt acceptable, as witneſſeth.the diners great and honourable gifts they gaue him, as 
namely a penſion of twentie pound by the yeere in Millan with an oifice to it gaen him 
by Hip polyto, many ſutes graunted him by the Duke of Ferrara, with great rewards 
from Pope L-s the tenth, from Cardinall Farneſe, from Cardinal! Zyb6iens, and chief! 
from Marquefſe Tafto, and diuers other meaner ſtates that for breuitics ſake are omiered, 
And becauſe now I would alſo draw to an end, I will a little runne ouer that that hath 
bene ſayd, with ſomewhat that hath bene forgotten, and ſo conclude, beginning from 


his birth. He was borne the yeere 1474 in the Caſtle of Rheggio, his father being then H: wa: 
gouernour of the Caſtle, it ſtands in Lombardie; he was tall of perſon, of complexion borne 
melancholy, giuen much to ſtudie and muſing, and would therewith ſometime forget '*/+ 


hialſclfe, he was of colour like an Oliue, ſomew hattawaie in his face, bat faire skinned 
otherwiſe, his haire was blacke, but he quickly bald, his forehead was large, his 
cye-browesthinne, his eye a little hollow but very fall of life and very blacke, his noſe was 
large and hooked, as they ſay the Kings of Perſia were, his teeth paſling euen and white, 
his cheeks bat leane, his beard very thin,his necke well proportioned, his ſhoulders ſquare 
and well made,but ſomewhat ſtooping, as almoſt all that looke much on bookes in thetr 
youth are inclined tobe, his hand ſomewhat drie, anda little bow-legged. His counter- 
feit was taken by T yi evo that excellent drawer ſo well rothe life, that a man would thinke 
yet it were aliue ; he was honoured with the Lawrell by the hands of the renowned Fm- 
perour Charles the fift, inthe yeare 15 32. which was a yeere before hee dyed .
